NEW YORK The Ford 
Foundation last. week ennounced 
a $366,000 grant to the National 
Urban League to initiate a na- 
tionwide program to assist Ne- 
gro entrance into selected labor 
unions, primarily in special skill 
trades. 

It is sure that Edward An- 
drade, ‘chief negotiator for the 
Newark Coordinating Council 
will insist that the City of New- 
jark prepare to qualify: for 
union ‘member ship and to enlist 
the cooperation of local union 
leadership in accepting Negro 
applicaants. 

Beyond writing letters and en- 
terviewing such applicants who 
might find their way to the 
doors of the Jones street head- 
quarters of the Essex County 
Urban League or posting notices 
or signs denoting hopeful job 
placements the. agency is not 
known as a door of hope for 
Negro jobless.

The low rent public housing 
program will be composed. o£ six 
sites, and should be completed 
by the summer or fall of 1967 
according to Louis Danzing, ex- 
ecutive director of the Authority. 

The new units will be built on 
sites near existing public hous- 
ing, and will also contain three- 
foot-wide doorways, four inches 
wider, to allow for passage of 
wheelchairs. 

There also will be recreation, 
hobby . and reading rooms in 
each building. , 

The 1,000 units in the southern 
end will be built in the area of 
Otto Kretchmer and Seth Boy- 
den housing projects. One site, 
building generally by Virginia, 
Carrington and Ludlow Streets, 
will contain two 15-stery and 
two 9-story buildings for a total 
of 400 units. 

Another site at Dayton and 
Foster Streets near Frelinghuy- 
sen Avenue will contain two 15- 
story buildings and a nine-story 
Structure for a total of 360 units, 
while the third, bounded gen- 
erally by Frelinghuysen and 
Evergreen avenues and Ross 
Street will contain a 15-story 
building and a seven-story build- 
ing with a total of 200 units.

gated to the Federal Government, 
or on a public disposition against 
tampering with states’ rights in 
the matter of justice. 

Joseph Rauh, counsel for the 
Leadership Conference on Civil 
Rights, calls the problem the 
most difficult one in the civil 
rights field because of the tra- 
dition of states’ rights in law 
enforcement and justice. 

“The public assumes that all 
matters dealing with criminal 
conduct are within the sovereign- 
ty of the states,” he said yester- 
day. “This is the most custom- 
ary area of states’ rights.” 

The leadership conference, 
which includes representatives of 
major labor, religious and civil 
rights organizations, has called 
a meeting for Wednesday of this 
week in Washington to discuss 
approaches to new legislation. 

In Atlanta, civil rights leaders 
concerned with direct action will 
meet Tuesday or Wednesday to 
plan demonstrations to dramatize 
what they consider lapses of in- 
justice in the South. A prelim- 
inary meeting, called by the Rev. 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., was 
held Sunday at Selma. :

Southern Schools 
Complying With 
Civil Rights Act 


NASHVILLE — All but 69 of 
the 5,040 school districts in the 
Old South have acted to com- 
ply -with desegregation : provis- 
ions of the Civil Rights Act, ac- 
cording to a report made last 
week by the Southern Education 
Reporting Service. 

The report said. that many 
Southerners taking steps to 
comply with the civil rights act 
admitted frankly they did so 
reluctantly. . 

“I don't mind telling you I 
don’t like it,’ the magazine 
quoted School Superintendent 
Desmond Bishop of Jefferson 
County, Fla., as commenting as 
25 Negroes filed into a high 
school built 113 years ago by 
Negro slaves. But he said, "it's 
the law and it's my duty." 

Federal officials report nego- 


tiations are under way to gain| 


compliance are with the Civil 
Rights Act by those few dis- 
tricts that have taken no steps 
to integrate their school sys- 
tems.

Powell Calls For 
Cuba Recognition 


WASHINGTON Harlem’s 
and the nation’s great Congress- 
man A. Clayton Powell declared 
that the United States sheuld 
resume diplomatic relations with 
Cuba, : according to a published 
report titled, “Should the United 
States Recognize Communist 
Cuba". The opposing view was 
taken by Representative Armis- 
tead I. Selden (D., Ala.). 

“Chopping off recognition of 
Cuba doesn't remove the cancer 
of world communism or the 


threat of communism in the 
Western Hemisphere,” . wrote 
Powell. 


Discussing the contemporary 
validity of the Monroe Doctrine 
in. the current Cuba situation, 
‘Powell wrote: 

“In today’s world, shrunken 
by global military alliances, nu- 
clear power, ‘gunboat diplom- 
acy,’ and the new togetherness 
o fthe Organization of American 
States, the Monroe Doctrine is 
littla more than a nationally- 
cherished antique. . . . 

"The United States should re- 
sume diplomatic relations with 
Cuba if only because we main- 
tain diplomatic ties with the 
communist dictatorships of the 
Soviet Union, Yugoslavia, Hun- 
gary and Rumania, the tyrannies 
of Spain and ortugal and the 
race-hating despotism of South

The Harlem Congressman not- 
ed that “the question of renew- 
ing diplomatic ties with Cuba 
must be subsumed by two larg- 
er questions:

“2.) How operative in today’s 
world of 1965 power realities is 
an 1823 doctrine? 


“To answer the first question, 
we do. Our recognition of and 
diplomatic relations wiih several 
communist tyrannies is a fact of 
our foreign affairs. 

"The second question is an- 
swered by the passage of time 
and the swift change in power 
relations between nations. The 
Monroe Doctrine is outmoded." 

Representative Powell sum- 
med up the situation by de- 
claring: 

“In the final analysis, the 
problem lies in what the distin- 
guished chairman of the U. S. 
Foregin Relations Committee, J. 
William Fulbright, once termed 
Our 'excessive moralism which 
binds us to old myths and blinds 
us to new realities. 

"It lies in the history of our 
shoddy, white supremacy - ori- 
ented, paternalistic policies to- 
ward Latin America, with our 
loving support of any swagger- 
ing South American dictator 
ruthlessly murdering his own 
people, which we condone so 
long as he was anti-communist. 

“Chopping off recognition of 
Cuba doesn’t remove the cancer 
of world communism or the 
threat of communism in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

"It onl ycovers this festering 
malignancy with the weak and 
unrealistic powder of our self- 
conceit.”
